Cleanliness and attention lo details 
are the two requi.sites in the manu- 
facture of good butter iiaii l!.lvor^^ 
lack Of uniformity in color, and salt, 
unsuitable packages, and no uniform- 
ity in the style of the packages, are 
the main d.^fects tii farm butt-:- 
The bad flavors may be due lo fee,!-; 
or Improper handling of the milk or 
cream be tore it ia churned rather 
than to tliti iobaequeat treatment of 
the butter. 

The importancp of cleanliness ctii 
not be overemphasized in making but 
'ef. In our haste to accomplish th^ j 
task we often sacrifice our Uett- r ( 
judgment. This l.s particularly true j 
in handling milk und cream that 
>o be used in tha maniifacture of b it 
" I on farms. The iKjdles of the co^ - 
uienglla, conditions at the barn, mi!!; 
room, and storage room, should u!^ 
Ill,- clean. 

There probably la no greater sourc 
of contamination to milk than t'.i:. 
of dual, hatra, or manure falling frn ; 
the body of the cow into the open 
milk pall durlns milking. The types 
of bacteria wUeh are found assocl 
ited with thla Utb are capable of 
producing very ebjeottonable changes 
in the milk or lU produeta. Their 
activity la greatly increased by the 
favorable conditions ealstias In warm 
milk. 

Brwythins which teada to (aror 
thla aeonainlatloa of flith oa tho oow 
should be removed and the oow kept 
cleaa, partteularly about the flankn 
and adder. Thbi oaa bo doao rory ef-

A. Bradley Croft, one of the coun- 
ty's oldest and most prominent citi- 
zens, died at his home in Crofton, 
Monday afternoon, aged 82 years. 
He was bom Feb. 8. 1832, on a farm 
near where he dii d ind liu'l lived all 
of his life in that vicinity. He was 
an elder brother of the late J. E. 
Croft, for whom tha town of Crofton 
was named. He had been in business 
in Crofton for many years and was 
one of the chief organizers of the 
Hank of Crofton. of whieh he was 
made president.

TtiO house passively 
received Judge Henson's remarks, 
who now and then was aceoMed 
ight ripples of applause. 

While Judge Henson was conclud- 
ing his speech, cries of "Kineheloe, 
Kineheloe!" rang through the room, 
and when Judge Doraey took the 
stand to iiit roiluoo Mr. Kineheloe, 
he admonished the crowd to accord 
the speakers all iMx^rtesy due them. 

Kineheloe took the stand anvd a 
r )und of uproarious appvuis. , imtl 
uiin.iv the first thirty ;;;ini;f,.'9 of 
his speech, in which he accused Judge 
Aged 82, of wanting to grab a new 
olfice before he had served his term 
as Circuit Judge, the applause con- 
tinued at frequent mtervala. 

Kineheloe said Judge Henson didn't 
want to be weaned from office. This 
alieitad thunderous applause and it 
was easily seen that fully three- 
fourths of the imiQenae crowd was 
heartily in sympathy with Kineheloe.

"The Department figures show 
that as the size of the farm increaces 
the proportion of it actually raising 
crops increaaaa, and iha nambar of 
horsef and amount of machinery re- 
quired per acre to farm it decrea-es. 
Likawiaa, nntil the farm gets big 
anoogh to m»ke It possibla to 
handle lab<flr moat eflleientlf— that
